U. S.RUSSIA TRADE 
~~ PACT IS PROSPECT 


Washington.—Complete * resumption 
of trade.relations between the Upited 
States and Russia is forecast by the 
promise of Russia to release Amert- 
can prisoners, according to the opin- 
ion expressed by Republican sengtors. 

Senators who were entertdingd at 
dinner by the president during the 
past wéek disclosed that the ‘chief 
executive had stated then that he ex- 
pected the release of the Amerjcans 
very shortly and had expressed a de. 
sire for early settlement of the entire 
Russian question. 

Senator France Favors Pact. 


Riga.—Soviet Russia has agreed to 
release American prisoners and to ac- 
cept famine ald from the American 
Relief association just at the moment 
that United States Senator Joseph. I. 
-France of Marylana has returned to 
Riga from Moscow determined to ad- 
vacate renewal of trace relations, and 
perhaps diplomatic relations, between 
Russia and the United States, and 
bringing with him one of the. prison- 
ers, Mrs, Marguerite . Harrison of 
Baltimore, who was enthusiastic over 
his efforts at Moscow.
